Nixon Fears Inflation 
Fight Is In Danger 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent 
Nixon says 
his 
fight 


against Inflation is in danger but 
could be rescued if Congress 
forgets "the cost In political 
popularity" and cuts down fed- 
eral spending. 


"At stake is nothing less than 


the futureof the American econ- 
omy," Nixon said in aDutch-un- 
cle letter sent to House and Sen- 
ate leaders Wednesday. 


The President said his $192.9 


billion federal spending ceiling 
is threatened by $6 billion in 
rising costs that are beyond his 
control and added millions dic- 
tated by congressional action-— 
and inaction. 


The letter, timed to coincide 


with Congress1 efforts to pass a 
tax: reform bill and complete ac- 
tion on appropriation measures 
for the current fiscal year, also 
said: 


"The responsible path toward 


protecting the buying power of 
the consumer's dollar is clear. 
But the Congress has not ap- 
peared willing to take that 
path." 


The keynote of Nixon's 1,200 


word message was responsibil- 
ity. 


Nixon coupled his plea for re- 


sponsibility with a new attack 
on the tax reform bill, now be- 
fore a conference committee for 
long hours each day in an effort 
to compromise the Senate and 
House versions. 
"The Congress appears to be 
well on its way to substituting 
tax reduction for tax reform," 
he said. "This will harm rather

FREE MAVERICK AWARDED!

Several weeks ago there were 
fears In the Midwest that the 
Big Ten would be sending to 
the Rose Bowl its second or 
third best team in the confer­ 
ence.

The honor of meeting the P a­ 
cific Eight champion could have 
gone to either Michigan or P ur­ 
due. But now that all the Big 
Ten returns are In, Michigan, 
under new coach Bo Schem- 
bechler, rightiully belongs in 
Pasadena on New Year’s Day. 
The 
W olverines upset Ohio 
State 24-12, a super team that 
had played only one other foe 
with a winning record this sea­ 
son. That was Purdue. OS soun­ 
dly trounced the Boilerm akers 
42-14. 
This is not to say that Ohio 
State was overrated, but rather 
that Michigan was underrated. 
Since losing to Missouri 40-17 
and MichiganState 23-12, Mich­ 


igan has been powerful. Ohio 
State was its fifth straight vic­ 
tim . 
Schembechler, who had never 
coached a losing team in his 
slx years at little Miami inOx- 
ford, Ohio , and his aides got 
Michigan to put everything to ­ 
gether the last half of the se a ­ 
son and the Wolverines were at 
their best against the then No. 1 
ranked team.

Time For Black Manager

In recent years, when the sub­ 
ject of a black manager m ma j­ 
or -league baseball has come up, 
students of the game have sug­ 
gested that perhaps 
the sport 
was not ready for such a step. 
Spokesmen might have expres­ 
sed them selves with more sin ­ 
cerity had they suggested that 
“ no black man is yet qualified 
lor the jo b /’ 
However, 
the time has long 
since passed when such a stride 
forward should be taken. 
The time lor the first black 
skipper in the big leagues is now 
and the choice of candidates has 
grown considerably in recent 
months. 
As a m atter of cold fact, since 
history tells us that about 75 
per cent of the gam e’s managers 
failed in one town before mov­ 
ing on to another — and all 
were white — certainly a s tra t­ 
egist of another color skin could 
do no worse and might even e f­ 
fect an improvement. 


The public is becoming increa­ 
singly aware that a ball club is 
no better than the initiative 
and judgment 
of its general 
m anager, whose prim ary tasks 
include the selecting oí a field 
manager and the acquiring ot 
first-rate ballplayers. 
Thus, the field leader’s chief 
function is to handle the m a­ 
terial given him with adult and 
professional wisdom. And there 
are blacks around today as cap­ 
able of this as many of the 
whites now managing in the Na­ 
tional and American Leagues. 


RESPECTED GROUP OF MEN 
Though Frank Robinson of Bal­ 
tim ore was the first active 
black player to publicly ad­ 
mit his interest in managing, 
there are others. What inspired 
"R obbie” to come forward was 
a stretch of leadership in the 
w inter leagues, where he r e ­ 
ceived numerous 
complaints 
from players in his and oppo­ 
sition dugouts. 


“ Everything felt the same to 
me as if a white man was run­ 
ning the club,” said a young 
player on Frank s w inter-lea­ 
gue team . "T here was no dif­ 
ference. If anything, it was 
m ore fun. The man has a good 
sense of hum or.” 
Maury Wills has also branded 
him self a piloting candidate. 
Perhaps the one major block in 
Robinson’s path to a manager’s 
chair is his continuing ability 
as a player. The Orioles have 
no intent ion of losing a hitter, 
fielder, and base runner of his 
still outstanding ability so that 
he 
can fulfill a personal am­ 
bition. The way the fortunes of 
the game have been smiling on 
E arl Weaver of late, Frank 
would have to realize an early 
m anagerial dream outside of 
Baltimore. 


It may be, though, that the first 
black skipper will come from a 
group 
with 
less mechanical 
ability than a Robinson or W ills.

Physicist Proves 
It's A Young Mans 
Game; Wins Prize

29-year-old British theoretical 
physicist, Dr. Brian D.Joseph- 
son of the University of Cam- 
bridge. 


Josephson won the award tor 


fundamental work he did when 
he was seeking his doctorate, In 
1962, in his early 20s. 
The award, announced Tues- 


day, is the 1969 Research Cor- 
poration Award tor outstanding 
contributions to science. Of the 
38 scientists who have won the 
award, 15 have subsequently 
won a Nobel Prize. 


The history of physics is filled 


with examples of brilliant in- 
sights and discoveries coming 
from young physicists taking a 
fresh look at things. 


Prof. Nicholas Samlnos, a 38- 


year-old physicist at Brookha- 
ven National Laboratory, Up- 
ton, N. Y., offered a reason tor 
the youthful innovation:

you're young you're willing to 
try new ideas. You haven't been 
encumbered with 
stuff that's 


been around a long time. 


"To do something big, you've 


got to change something radi- 
cally. The older you get, the 
more conservative you get." 
Last year's Research Award 


winner. Dr. Murray Gell-Mann 
of the California Institute of 
Technology, won this year's No- 
bel Prize in physics. He Is 40 
now, but made the first of his 
fundamental discoveries in sub- 
nuclear particles in 1953, In his

One of the most brow-furrowing problems of today concerns 


how to cut costs of education and thus reduce the taxpayers' 
burden — but without sacrificing the quality of education. We 
have one suggestion. Let's stop dumping so much parent res- 
ponsibility on the teachers. 


Take the dress codes, for example. Untold hours were de- 


voted In San Mateo Union High School District during the past 
school year to surveying, reviewing and hashing over the length 
of students' hair, the length of skirts, general dress and adorn- 
ments. 


Behind the whole business Is an apparent conviction on the 


part of many parents that It's the job of public school teachers 
and administrators to make sure that Johnny and Suzy are respec- 
tably garbed and shorn. 


Long pages of "guidelines" have evolved, and educators 


apparently are expected to seek out and call to task any youngster 
who Ignores standards of acceptable dress. 
In short, we're 


turning teachers more Into policemen. Yes, and we're paying 
for it. 


Granted, schools should enforce certain minimal standards 


of dress. 
No school should tolerate skirts so short as to be 


distracting or hair so long as to Impair the wearer's vision. 
But wasn't Junior's hair just as long when he walked out of the 
house and headed for school? Wasn't Suzy's skirt just as short 
when she departed home for classes? 


Nor Is "proper dress" the only policing function we seem to 


expect from educators. We demand of teachers mat they prowl 
the campuses to root out smoking violations (probably the largest 
cause of suspensions during the past school year) and to make sure 
that Junior doesn't hop In his car and take a spin during the lunch 
hour. 


Are we to believe that Junior never smokes around the house 


or that he uses his car only to drive to and from school? Perhaps 
it's high time that school boards and parents take a hard look 
at just where the responsibility of parents ends and that of 
educators begins.

Tradition Is Scrapped

One of the most venerable tra- 


ditions of American business, 
that a man should climb the 
management ladder at a pace 
consistent with his age, is being 
scrapped by hundreds of com- 
panies. 


No longer is it believed by 
these firms that a man must 
have white hair before he can 
assume the weight of top corpo- 
rate duties. As a result, the av- 
erage age of corporate officers 
has fallen sharply. 


The change is being wrought 


not only by corporations which 
are being forced to utilize their 
manpower more efficiently but 
by young executives who de- 
mand 
responsibilities 
and 


readily move to other compan- 
ies If they don't get them. 


One major effect of this has 


been to raise the percentage of 
executive change in major in- 
dustrial corporations during the 
past decade to 70 per cent or 
more, an increase of several 
times the rate prevailing in the 
1950s. 
These are among the findings 
of Dr. Eugene Jennings of Mich- 
igan State University, who has 
spent more than two decades 
studying the inner workings of 
corporations and analyzing and 
advising the occupants of ex- 
ecutive suites. 
Traditionally, 
Jennings ob- 


serves, 
the corporation was 


seen as a biological experience 
in which youth moved in at the 
base and emerged aged at the 
apex. 
During this time he advanced 


to middle management duties in 
his 30s, to divisional responsi- 
bilities in his 40s, the execu- 
tive suite in his 50s and retire- 
ment in his 60s. At each stage 
he was biologically on sche- 
dule. 
The past was far more static 
and much less affluent than to- 
day. Experience counted great- 
ly, and so corporations pro- 
duced an executive whom Jen- 
nings calls a biomobile, or a 
man whose movement upward 
is restrained by age. 
Today, says Jennings, we live 
In a knowledge-exploding soci- 
ety in which new information 
rather than past experience Is 
the primary factor in determin- 
ing upward mobility. This is, he 
says, a mobicentric or rapidly 
changing world. 
The mobicentric executive is 
one who moves fast. Fortified 
with a rich diet of information, 
he can offer to a corporation 
competing in a changing world 
what no amount of experience 
can provide. 
The mobicentric refuses to 
age or mature in a job. He does 
not advance by learning the 
procedures for executing his 
job 
or by understanding the 


company's 
"way 
of doing 


things/' or by other similar 
methods. 
The modern executive, says 
Jennings, can decide to be pres- 
ident of any corporation . He can 
nominate himself for a job, and 
If the company doesn't give it 
to him he can get up and leave. 
He is freed by his knowledge 
and the nation's affluence. He 
Is mobile.

WASHINGTON — The vener- 
able Smithsonian Institution has 
swapped off one of the nation's 
art treasures without getting a 
formal appraisal of how much 
It was worth. Result: the tax- 
payers were badly skinned. 
The Smithsonian's curators 
gave up a superb Flemish paint- 
ing, valued at $30,000 to $35,- 
000, In exchange for an Ameri- 
can original with a price tag of 
only $10,000. 
The unorthodox deal was made 
by Robert Tyler Davis, acting 
director of the Smithsonian's 
new National Collection of Fine 
Arts, who has virtually no funds 
for art purchases. 
Over the past two years, Con- 
gress has allocated only $4*7,000 
for new paintings —not enough 
money to buy much fine art. 
There were paintings on hand, 
however, that Davis felt could be 
sold or swapped for something 
better. 
To enhance the National Col- 
lection, therefore, Davis had to 
reach into the public art treas- 
ury as stealthily as a wrlst- 
watch hustler on a Naples street 
corner. 
Last February, the National 
Collection learned of an im- 
p r e s s i v e 
painting, "Helen 


Brought 
to Paris," by the 


American 
artist 
Benjamin 


West, at the James Graham & 
Sons Gallery in New York City, 
The Collection decided to swap 
a Jan Massys painting, "Moth- 
er and Child," for it. 


Prudence demanded the most 
careful appraisal before this 
public treasure was given up to 
a private gallery. Yet no form- 
al appraisal was ever made. 


FAST SHUFFLE 
The Collection did obtain a 


written estimate from Parke- 
Bernet Galleries, whose expert 
on old masters looked at the 
"Mother and Child" for a few 
minutes. Reached In New York 
City, the expert, Hugh Hildes- 
ley, 
said 
his estimate was 


strictly "informal." A formal 
appraisal, he explained, is no- 
tarized and requires hours of 
research and examination. 
Without waiting for this, the 
Smithsonian 
approved 
the 


trade on the recommendation of 
its own experts. Davis was so 
delighted with the deal that he 
wrote happily to Robert Gra- 
ham, a partner in the Graham 
Gallery; "I am pleased that 
- you have agreed to (the ) ex- 
change." 
The Graham Gallery imme- 
diately put a price of $35,000 
on the "Mother and Child" — 
more than triple the worth of 
the West painting that had been 
given to the Smithsonian in the 
exchange. 
It is an interesting coinciden- 
ce that the Smithsonian's sec- 
retary S. Dillon Ripley, was a 
Yale classmate of Robert Gra- 
ham. Ripley, however, denies 
having any advance knowledge of 
the swap. 
Next time, promised a spokes- 


man, the Smithsonian will get 
two formal appraisals. 
Note: Vice President Splro 
Agnew, In a speech denouncing 
critics for wanting to transfer 
space funds to poverty pro- 
grams, demanded rhetorical- 
ly. "Would they ask Congress 
to stop building a fine arts cen- 
ter, to sell the treasures of 
the national galleries?" This ts 
exactly what Is happening, In 
part because Agnew and the 
administration have been un- 
willing 
to budget the money 


needed for new paintings. 


CAPITAL CAPSULES 
Kremlin Struggle — Intelli- 
gence reports claim a fierce 
battle 
is raging inside the 


Kremlin between the hawks and 
the doves. This is described, 
essentially, as a struggle be- 
tween government and party 
officials. The government fact- 
ion, led by Premier Aleksei 
Kosygin, supposedly favors im- 
proving relations withtheWest. 
The party faction, led by party 
boss Leonid Brezhnev, is said 
to favor a hard line. It is diffi- 
cult for Westerners to figure 
out what's really going on in- 
side the Kremlin. There are in- 
dications that Brezhnev may 
be slipping and Kosygin gain- 
ing. But the State Department's 
Kremlinologlsts are skeptical. 
They consider Brezhnev too 
tough and tenacious to be easily 
displaced. 


Farm Policy —The American 


Farm Bureau, champion of the 
rich corporate farmers and the 
big packing houses, held Its 
convention in Washington re- 
cently with the usual empty 
granary for the small farmers, 
the migrant workers and the 
hungry poor. The Farm Bureau 
left behind, however, a Trojan 
Horse in the White House . She 
Is Mrs. Haven Smith, First La- 
dy of the Farm Bureau, who 
was selected by President Nix- 
on to chair his Task Force on 
Rural Development. She has 
been spending much of her time 
on the luncheon speech circuit, 
denouncing farm subsidies as 
"socialized agriculture" and 
opposing Medicare for the eld- 
erly. The President stacked the 
task 
force with like-minded 


conservatives who can be coun- 
ted on to keep the White House 
plow In the Farm Bureau fur- 
row. 
Pollution 
and Policies— 


There's a smell of politics In 
the announced White House plan 
to make a big show of cleaning 
up pollution and Improving the 
environment next year. This 
not only is an answer to the na- 
tion's restless youth, who are 
gearing up for an anti-pollu- 
tion campaign. It is also an 
answer to Maine's Sen. Ed Mus- 
kiep the No. 1 contender for 
the 
Democratic presidential 


nomination, who has led the 
fight 
against pollution. The 


White House would like to take 
pollution away from Muskie as 
an issue in the 1972 presidential 
campaign.

Answers Your Problems

On# of the most v#n#rable tra­ 
ditions of American buain#ss, 
that a man should climb lb# 
management ladder at a pare 
consistent with his age, to being 
scrapped by hundreds of com­ 
panies. 
No longer to It believed by 
these firms that a man must 
have white hair before he can 
assume the weight of top corpo­ 
rate duties. As a result, the av­ 
erage age of corporate officers 
has fallen sharply. 
The change to being wrought 
not only by corporations which 
are being forced to utilize their 
manpower more efficiently but 
by young executives who de­ 
mand 
responsibilities 
and 
readily move to other compan­ 
ies If they don’t get them. 
One major effect of this has 
been to raise the percentage of 
executive change in major in­ 
dustrial corporations during the 
past decade to 70 per cent or 
more, an increase of several 
tim es the rate prevailing In the 
1950s. 
These are among the findings 
of Dr. Eugene Jennings of Mich­ 
igan State University, who has 
spent more than two decades 
studying the inner workings of 
corporations and analyzing and 
advising the occvgiants of ex­ 
ecutive suites. 
Traditionally, 
Jennings ob­ 
serves, 
the corporation was 
seen as a biological experience 
in which youth moved in at the 
b ase and emerged aged at the 
apex. 
During this time he advanced 


to middle management dulieatit 
huí 30%, to divisional reaponsi- 
II It les tn hto 40s, the execu­ 
tive suite tn hto 50s and retire­ 
ment In hto 60s. At each stage 
he was biologically on sche­ 
dule. 
The past was far more static 
and much less affluent than to­ 
day. Experience counted great­ 
ly, and 
so corporations pro­ 
duced an executive whom Jen­ 
nings calls a btomobile, or a 
man whose movement upward 
to restrained by age. 
Today, says Jennings, we live 
tn a knowledge-explodlnr soci­ 
ety In which new information 
rather than past experience to 
the primary factor tn determin­ 
ing upward mobility. This to, he 
says, a mobicentrtc or rapidly 
changing world. 
The mobicentrtc executive to 
«me who moves fast. Fortified 
with a rich diet of information, 
he can offer to a corporation 
competing in a changing world 
what no amount of experience 
can provide. 
The mobicentrtc refuses to 
age or mature in a job. He does 
not advance by learning the 
procedures for executing his 
Job 
or 
by understanding the 
company’s 
“way 
of doing 
things,” or by other similar 
methods. 
The modern executive, says 
Jennings, can decide to be pres­ 
ident of any corporation . He can 
nominate himself for a job, and 
If the company doesn’t give It 
to him he can get up and leave. 
He is freed by his knowledge 
and the nation’s affluence. He 
to mobile.

A 
kinking or unusual curvature 
can prevent the passage of the 
fertilized egg into the uterus, 
its proper position.

Several Student Council mem- I 
bers were there to present It 
and the Board approved all 
suggestions for revision except 
for the clause stating to what 
extent a married student may 
participate in all related school 
fractions 
and 
activities 
in­ 
cluding athletics and positions 
of leadership as elected school 
officers. 
Student Council had revised It 
to read in effect that married 
students may be Involved in con­ 
tests, conferences, programs, 
extracurricular activities and 
athletics. However, this did not 
Include the privilege of hold­ 
ing a student body or class of­ 
fice, or the position of any kind 
of cheerleader. 
The Board felt that this sec­ 
tion of the policy should again 
be studied and discussed by Stu­ 
dent Council with the thought 
that perhaps it should be an 
“ all or nothing" policy for the 
married student. 
The Council 
unamimously voted for all the 
privileges to be extended to die 
married student, and shall again 
present the policy in Its cur­ 
rent revised form to the Board 
on January 13th.

this Board meeting.
